Unless the benefit is such as 
is derived by people suffering 
from imaginary or mere func- 
‘tional ailments it would be 
‘wrong. Ordinary pains and 
aches may bd relieved by what 
is known as the suggestion 
method of treatment, or by a 
mild form of hypnotism. But 
the employment of signs and 
words for the curing of diseases 
is a form of superstitious prac- 
tice forbidden by the First Com- 
mandment. There is absolutely 
no relation between the cause 
and effect. The power cannot 
be in the mere words nor in the 
‘signs. If the power is in the 
Person, who employs the signs 
or words, whence does he or she 
derive the power? It is not Al- 
|mighty God’s custom to work 
imiracles in that manner, and 
‘especially not through some of 
the people who claim to have 
such power. If an earnest 
prayer to Almighty God would 
not do the same thing as other 
words used, then there is some- 
thing wrong about it. 

Does the present revolt in 
Mexico indicate dissatisfaction 
on the part of the people with 


the —- policy of the Gov- 
ernment? 


There is no doubt about it. 
But this does not mean that the 
Church has instigated the re- 
volt in any manner whatsoever, 
or that the leaders might not be 
motivated by personal ambi- 
tion. 

The anti-clerical government 
of Mexico would not have lasted 
one week if the people of the 
country had had a supply of 
arms to manifest their opposi-

tion. Ever since the Mexican 
trouble began in the summer of 
1926, the United States Govern- 
‘ment. has declined to sell any 
‘arms to anyone in Mexico ex- 
‘cept to the ruling powers. Hence 


‘the Government of Mexico has 


‘been able to be very defiant and 
leruel without the fear of 


‘reaction unless it might be 


any 
as- 
fsassination of some of its offi- 
‘cials. Several! times a revolution 
| was started by men who aspired 
ito the presidency, but these men 
| were captured and executed. 
|For a long time it was regarded 
las a futile thing for anyone to 
loffer his name as a candidate 
‘for high office against anyone 
lalready in power. But there has 
| been a lull of several months, 
and people must have been get- 
iting hold of arms in some way 
‘and have begun to assert them- 
selves. We doubt whether the 
rebels are sufficiently armed to 
withstand the government 
troops who do not lack ammu- 
nition. However, the Govern- 
ment of Mexico should take the 
hint, and aim at having just a 
little bit of regard for the 
wishes of the people. It has 


fit solely of those in power and 
their friends.

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DID YOU KNOW? 


That the ceremonies of bles- 
sing the palms and carrying 
them in procession today is a 
very ancient and memorable 
practice of the Catholic Church? 
Thotgh sitting on a com- 
mon beast of burden, the entry 
of Jesus into Jerusalem was a 
triumphant entry: And _ the 
meaning of the palms, or 
branches of the trees, is found in 
the words of the Holy Spirit as 
recorded in the Book of Leviti- 
cus, chapter 23rd. 
shall take to you the fruits of the 
fairest tree, and branches of the 
palm-trees, and you shall rejoice 
before the Lord your God.” 
With the Jews, to hold a branch 
in one’s hand, was a sign of joy. 
It was therefore to testify their 
delight at the triumphal entry 
of Jesus into Jerusalem, that the 
children and the people went out, 
with palm-branches in their 
hands, to meet Jesus. 

The ceremony of Palm Sun- 
day is very ancient. Of course 
there were few public ceremon- 
ies, until after the days of the 
early Persecutions. But St. Cyr- 
il,who was Bishop of Jerusalem 
in the 4th century, tells us the 
palm trees, from which the peo- 
ple cut the branches, were stil! 
tto be seen in the valley of Ce- 
dron. According to the life of 
i St. Euthymius, who lived in the 
45th century, the holy monks who
